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FOREWORD 


ON  December  6th,  1892,  a  call  was  issued  inviting 
certain  persons  to  attend  a  private  Conference  at 
the  St.  Botolph  Club  on  the  10th  “to  consider  a  proposal 
to  form  a  Society  to  be  composed  exclusively  of  gentle¬ 
men  whose  ancestors  were  residents  of  the  Colonies  of 
Plymouth  or  the  Massachusetts  Bay.”  The  Conference 
was  duly  held  at  the  time  and  place  specified;  it  was 
voted  that  “it  is  expedient  to  organize  a  Society  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  Founders  of  the  Colonies  of  Plymouth 
and  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  and  their  deeds;”  and  a 
Committee  was  appointed  “to  prepare  a  Statement  of 
the  purposes  of  the  proposed  Society  and  the  draft  of  a 
Code  of  By-Laws.”  At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the 
Conference  on  December  17th,  the  Committee  made  a 
report  recommending  “that  the  proposed  Society  be 
named  The  Massachusetts  Society,  and  that  its  pur¬ 
poses  be  such  as  are  expressed  in  the  words  subsequently 
used  in  the  Articles  of  Association,  dated  19  December, 
1892,  and  in  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation;”  and  also 
presented  a  draft  of  a  code  of  By-Laws.  The  meeting 
was  then  adjourned  to  the  27th,  on  which  day  an  organ¬ 
ization  was  effected,  a  code  of  By-Laws  was  adopted, 
and  officers  were  elected.  The  Certificate  of  Incorpora¬ 
tion,  in  which  occur  the  names  of  fourteen  gentlemen,1 
was  executed  on  the  27th,  and  the  Charter  passed  the 
Seals  on  the  29th. 

The  first  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on 
January  18th,  1893,  and  at  an  adjourned  special  meeting

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on  the  25th  the  following  preamble  and  vote  were 
adopted: 

Whereas,  it  has  appeared  that  the  name  of  this  Society  might  create 
confusion  by  its  resemblance  to  that  of  another  Society,  it  is,  therefore, 

Voted,  That  the  name  of  The  Massachusetts  Society  be  changed,  and 
that  it  hereby  adopt  the  name  of  The  Colonial  Society  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.1 

Thirty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Society  w^as  thus 
happily  organized.  In  commemoration  of  this  event, 
at  its  meeting  on  the  14th  of  December,  1922,  the  Council 
authorized  the  Editor  to  prepare  and  print  lists  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society  from  the  beginning  to  the  present 
time.
